finne, this were enough to czuſe men to be afraid of {inne for ever; 
Bur beſides this, ſinne violates the holy Lawes of God, and cau'es 
him who ſhould be nians Saviour to be his deſtroyer, a friend to be 
anenemy; yet for allthis could notI be fo afraid of finne, as to a- 
void it, but God with-holding his grace, ſuffered me to fall through 
the deceittnineſle of (inne, according to that in the third of the He- 
brewes and thirceenth verle,yhere ve lee that the want otExhortati- 
on, or the'{lighring of exhortation1s the ready way to fall into fin ; 
And for this beleeve experience, as finne is ſaid to be deceittull, fo 
is the heart of man, Jeremiah 17. v. 9. as though the heart of man. 
were made up of nothing hut finne, where we may obſerve that ſin 
and the heartof man nor lanctified are two fit companions; further 
the Lord ſaith, the imaginations of mans hrart are evill, and that contin- 
ally : Gen. 6. v. 5. Oh that manwere acquainted with his own heart, 
where he might ſee the root of all ſinne, as in irs Center! and there- 


Forethe holy Ghoſt eommands men to keep their hearts with all 


dilivence, he doth not ſay with diligence, but with all diligence, fur- 
ther ſhewing untous not. onely the ſinfulnefle , but the deceirtul- 
nefſeof the heart : Now, man not being able to keephis heart, in 
regard of the many turnings and 'windings cf the fame , the holy 
Ghoſt himſelf commands & ſaith, Afy ſox give me tby heart; now that 
mult be given unto God two wayes : firſt, ina ceffation from ſinne; 
ſecondly, in @ pracicall obedience of well-doing : The want of 
being acquainted vith thine xyne heart, and the 'not giving it unto 
thy God intime, as thou art commanded, will be the cauſe of thy 
finne : judgements, ſhame, and forroyy, all thy dayes; for to thy 
grave thou-wilt not go 1n peace : But on the contrary , if thou la- 
boureſt to be acquainted withrhine'owne heart, and give itto thy 


God inrime, then ſhalt thou live, and go'to thy grave in peace : oh 


happy man if-rhon _doſt this ! bur woe be unto me, for I have ſinned, 


deny 


deny ms zepentance, and to give me up to biindneſſe of mind, hard- 
neſſe of heart, and to ſcale me up for wrath and condemnation, 
which of all judgements is the greateſt, from which the good Lord 
deliverme, though I havedeſerved thy wrath; oh Lord help me and 
deliver. I cannot forget thar faying of the Prophet Nathan to 
David; The ſword(ſaith he) ſhall never depart from thy beuſe, bi- 
cauſe thou haſt cauſed the enemies of the Lord to blaſpheme ; this allo 1s 
my ev1ll, faith the ſoule, and therefore troubles and miſery mutt fol- 
low meall my dayes, eyento the grave, wherenoy I thall not goin 
peace ; and hich noyy is the cauſe of. my ſorrow and ihame,where- 
at the enemies of the Lort{ doe rejoyce, I meane carrall men; bur 
let ſuch take heed how they ſlander Religion or the profeſſors there- 
of, becauſe of my fall; it is not in Religion, nor in Profeſſors, as 
they are Profeſſors; no, no, you carnall men, look to your owne 
hearts, and to that filth and corruptionthat1s there, that cauſes you 
to fall every day by fivearing, drinking, ly!ng, whoring, and the 
lIikez let your mouthes be ſtopped, and be ftill;; and as David 
faith, rejoyce not oh mine enemy, though I fall, I ſhall riſe 
againe. Its true, I have fallen, the Lord give you wifdome that 
you-may take warning thereby, and nct be encouraged to ſinne, nor 


to {cofte ar Religion, nor the Profefſors thereof, Jett God rake yer- 


geance upon youall ; and being that ive lee in Scripture that 1t 15 
poſſible for the beit of men to fall intoall forts and kinds ot finne ; 
as David, a man after Gods owne heart ; Peter, an holy Apottle of 
Tclus Chriſt ; and Salezyon, one that was belcyed of his God :and 
yet inall forts and kinds of ſinne, Prov. 5.9.14. I was, faith he,

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almolt in all evill ; I ſhall therefore ſheyy how men cometo fall in- - 
to ſinne, and then why God ſuffers the beſt of men to fall, when he 


hath power to preſerve and keep them from {1nne 

Firlt, God futfers them to fall into tinne, as he 1s the Author of 
all ations; God was the Author of mans fall at the firſt, although 
not of the ſintuineſſe of his fall but onely by permitſion, and fo he 
is of all the finnes that man fals into. There ts a difference between 
the action and theſinfulneſle of the a&tian, the actions from God, 


the ſinfulneſſe is from our ſelves, onely God permitting of it; The. 


being of the Angels that are now Devils, was from God ; bur their | 


being evill from themſelves, and ſo for alother creatures, as Toads, 
oc any other creature that is venemons or hurtfull, rheix = 


1s.* 
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from God, but their being hurtfull is from themſelves : ina word, 
there 1s no action, as 1t is anaction, but itis from God; bur the ſin- 


fuinefle of the acticn is fromman, enely of Goz permitting of it: this 
is the fir{tiay whereby man comes to fa into linne. 

Secondly, as God may be ſaid to þ< the cauſe of mans fall, fo the 
Devillallo occafions mans fall, hemade an artempt upon our Savi- 
our to caule him to finne, he iyould have had him to have deftroyed 
himſelfe in caſting of himielfe doywne from the rop of the Temple; 
and tohave committed idolatry in falling doivne to worlhip him; 
a fit ſubject indeed for Divine worſhip, but here he could not pre- 
vaile; and therefore he faith, the Prixce of thu world commeth , but 
bath n»ght 44a me, meaning in himſelfe ; the Deyll hot tattning 
there, heattempts poore man and there he prevatles, as with Da- 
vid, to number the people, ſon 1 { hrex. 21, v. x, and lo he cau'es 


man to fall, ſome into cne tine and tome 1nto another ; thus the 
Devill cauſes man to fall. | 


Thirdly, manisthecauſeof his ovwne fall.ſo faith the Scripture,. 
thou haſt fallen by thine miquiry : Man by realon ot his owne iniquity 
fals into iniquities, and by reaſon of tis one finne ta.s into linnes; 
were 1t not for that in-divelling of finne that is 11 man as man 
would not be the cauſe of his owne fall, ſo there would be nothing 
for the Devill to faſtenupon, to occaſion mans fall. 

 Inthe next place Iam to ſheiy why the great God that hath pory- 
er to uphold and keep his peop'e from finne, doth permit and ſuffer 
them to fall into all forts and kinds of finnes. evento the ſcandalt- 


zing of Relizicn, and the opening of themonths of wicked and un- 


godly men. - 


1s God ſuffers his owne people to fall into finne, that ſo hemight 
ſhew unto them that 1n thet- natures are the ſeeds of atl ſinne; there 
15 not a finne 1n the wickedeſt man that lives on earth , but the 
ſeeds and ſpaiyne of rhat finne is in the beſt of men; and therefore 
the Apoltle cals his body, « body of death, Row, 7. v.24. in regard of 
that in-dwelling of finne that was there, and now 1s in the beſt of 


men ; . this 1s the firſt reaſon why God ſuffers:his owne people to tall 


' Into {tnne. 


2. God ſuffers his owne people to fall into finne, thereby to 
bumble them, and ro make them mourne for their iniquities:: {© 
Daevid,Lord, faith he, 7 ga wonrning all the day. So Peter, he. wept 

7 —— bitterly 
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bitterly for his tranſgreſſon, & this is that which the Goſpel cals for: 
Humble. your ſelves under the mighty hand of God, Tawes 4. wv 10. As 
man hath beeneproud ina way of difobedience, God commands him 
to be humble in a way ofobedience, Micab 6, v. 8, He hath foewed 
thee oh man what ts good, and what the Lord requiretb of thee : to doe juſt 
t, to love mercy, avd to walke humbly with thy God. | 
Thirdiy, God ſuffers men to fall into fin, thereby to 'ſhe them 
the fiitl of finne ; ſinne 1s of a defilng nature, UMarthew 15. v.18. 
Sinne defies the whole man, 1t defiles every faculty of the ſoule 
and body ; ſfinne defiles all actions and duties, and whatſoever a 
manu ſets his hand nnto; this 1s the third reaſon why God ſuffers man 
to fall into (in, 

4. God luffers his owne peop!'e to fall into ſinne,to awaken them 
out of the {piritua!i flumbec and ſecurity that they are in; and there- 
fore the Apoſtle faith : e-Awake ths that ſlzepeſt, ariſe, ſtand up from 
the dead, and Chriſt ſhall give thee light. The belt of menare {ubjes 
uni'9 {pirituall ſecurity , fo both David and Salomon, David two 
yeeres after thoſe great ſinnes that he commitred ; the Lord ſuffers 
the beſt ofmen to fall into tinne, that he might awaken them; cis 
is the fourth reaſon. | ; 

5. God ſaffers his owne people to fall into finne, that thereby 
they might be the more jealous and fuſpitious of themlelyes accor- 
ding to the Apoſtles words, Let him that ftlandeth take beed Leſt he falls 
and lo,hlefled is theman that feares alwayes; I fay,God ſufters man 
ro fall into finne, thereby to ſheiy him his pride and felf-confidence. 

6. God ſuffers his owne people to fall into finne, to keepe them 
that they doe not idolize their graces; whenmenare ina ſecurecon- 
dition, proud of their owne ſtrength, and thoſe gifts that God hath 
viventhem, God ſuffers them to tall, co take them off from all re- 
ances upon themſelves; this is the ftixth reaſon. | 

7. God ſuffers his people to fall into {inne, yea into great ſean- 
dalons fins,as murther,adultery,and the like; yea into finnes againſt 
knowledee, andall that he may mamiteſt the riehes of his graces, 
andthe freenefſe cf his love in the pardoning of thoſe great crimis- 
nall and ſcandalous finnes ; here is free grace, when the Lord par= 
dons finnes of knowledye, finnes of \yilfulneſſe, according to that 
in ſerewiab 33. v.S, 9. T will pa gr from all your txiquities, and t

ſhall be unto me 4 name of j15 and praif Ae ra world,

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3, . God luffers his owne people to fall into finne, rokeep others 
f:om deſperation; this is one reaſon why God did ſuffer David. $4- 
lomon, Petey,'and the reſt of the Saints to fall into finne in former 
times, to ſupport and keepmen trom deſperation that fall into finne 
Fo in the lalt ave of the world ; when men remember that the 
Lords worthies have failen,it 1s a meanes to ſupport their ſpirits, and 
to perlivade them, that theremay beas yell mercy in ſtore tor them 
that fin now in thee later times, 

Firlt, this may teach us what to doe, or hoy to carty our ſelves: 
ina fai!ne condition; the ſoule is then rocall to mind Gods former 
dealings with ir, cr 1ts former condition hefore 1ts fall : fo David, I 
remembred thy mercies of old, faith he, and was comforted ; the foule is. 
then tocall tomind its former union and communion with God, 
and there to revive and comfort it feite z ſaying, I was once inthe 
Fathers love, why ſhon'd I now cueliton 1t'? once Ihad communi- 
onwwith God, why ſhould I be atrad, oride{paire of mercy ? This. 
were #© adde {inunto fin; I will theretore rely and reit upon the 
Lord; yea though the Dev1ll afright, wrath amaze, conſcience ac- 
cuſe, and mancondemne, yet will I truſt in the Lord, and flay my 
ſeife upon my God, according to that ſaying 1n /ſ#. 56. v, 10. 

Secondly, it may teach the beſt of men warcitfulnefſe over their 
ovne hear' sandivayes, being that ſnch fad events tfolloyy fin; God 
1sdiſhonoured. the Goſpel ſcandalized, the Saints -grieved : belides 
he that-fals iofes communion with his God z 1t procures the appre- 
henſfion of wrath and the guilt of fin upon his conſcience, betides 
many other inconveniences, as ſhame. ſorrow, and griefe all his. 
dayes ; therefore I ſay labour to be acquainted with thine owne- 
heart, and to be iyatchtull over thine owne wayes, . that. thou. falleſt. 
not through the deceirfuineſſe of lin... | 

Thirdly, It may be for cautionunto men-how they cenfure and 
condemnethoſe that they ſee fall into fin, judgiwg them to be. Hy... 
pccrites, and menthat are out of the favour of God ; when ye ſee 
that the beſt of meh areſubje&t tofall; thusthey condemne the ge- 
neration of the juſt, as: Salomon, David, Peter, and eAbraham, who 
was the friend of God, \ivith many other of the faithfull ſervants of 
God: it is evident that theſemenwere never either acquainted with 
their owne hearts, or with the Scripturez where they might not on. 
ly ke that. it. is poſſible for the beſt of men to-/all into fin, bur = 
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their owne duty how they ought to carry: themſelves ro chemithar | 
arefallen Gel.6.9.1. If any man be over-taken'in any fanle,you thatare 
ſpirituall, reſtore /#cb & ene; he doth not {ay condemne fnch a one, + 
cenſure him, ſlander him, no he mult be reſtoredz2n1 therrthe man- 
nec hoiv ; that is with the ſpicit of meekneſſe, not with the ſpirit of 
reviling, terrifying the tercified nor trond.1ngthe trouvied. And 
then there is the reaſon why ; Becauſe, ſaith the. Apoltle,, thou art 
ſubje&unto the ſame {innes tay ſeite, conſidering thy ſelfe, left thou 
allo be rempted, or fall into ſinne. And fo the Apoltle, . Lee him 
that ftanicth take heed left be fill; Anlagaine , Bs not bigh maind-4, 
but fewve, otherwile the neglect of duty, and the want of yvatchfu!- 
neſle will be the cauſe of thy fall, and to of thy forcow and ſhame; 
this 1s the third 1nterence. 

Fourthly, from hence we may ſee the filthof our natures: beſides 
experience. ſee teltimonies of Scripture to this purpoſe : Firſt , ſee 
David, In finne, ſaith he, was [ conceived. and in iniguity did muy mather 
bring me forth (ee, here was fininthe very craHe, nay before the - 
cradleyz Is finne, faictthe, was I conceived; Nay, Panl, a good man, 
an Apoſtle, Oh wretched men, faith he, that I am, who ſpall deliver me 

from the bady of thu death ? AnJ Salowen, 1 was almoſt in all evill; this 
ſhewethunto us, I ay,the filth of our natures 7 what hath man then 
co be proud of without 1t be of {1n? Foolith man, looke not fo high, 
why art thou proud fooliſh man? what, prond afearth,nay of finfall 
earth ? oh vaine man, be afhatned of thy fin, and humble thy ſelfe 
before the Lord ; vainetman, thou artearth,and to earth thou muſt 
returne g death will devoure thee, and the grave will dettroy thee ; 
oh the vanity and finfulnes of mans nature | Ina word; the beſt of 
menare vanity, and the wiſeſt of men is a lie, labour therefore to 
ſee the filth and finfulnefle of thy nature: this 1s the fourth uſe. _ 
 Fifthly, itmay teach'us topiryrhoſe that we. ſee allowing, or 
gow on inany courſe of fin, as when we ſee drunkards drunk, or 
wearers liveare, or men going on inany courſe of fin whatſoever, 
then to reprove,then to admoniſh & to pity, knowing that their way 
is hell-werd,death-ward,and damnation-watd;and char there. is the 
ſame fins in cur natures that they'commit or fal into, I fay therfore 
_ pity them,and pray for them. Bur whete there is any wicked grace. 
lefle man: or woman, tharis incornigible, yoing on:In any courſe of | 
{in whatſoever ; . let thier know tha the great God-of teave wal 
ach B meet. 
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 meetwiththem at onetime or other, and without repentance take 


vengeance on them ; And therefore ſfiyearers, fyeare no more, nor 
let the drunkard be drunk any more, nor the lyar, lie any more; I 
fay, doe not think to go on in any courſe of finne, and ſay, God for- 
give thee, or God be mercitull unto thee ; no no, this will nor ſerve 


the'turne, if the word of God be true : therefore looke in that 


dreadfull place in Der. 29. v. 19, 20. they are the yyords of the 
oreat God, who 1s the Judge of all men; nay, who1s truth 1t ſelfe ; 
Andhefaith, 1t any man go on in tinne, adding d-rmkennefſe we 
zo thirſt; his meaning 1s, committing one finne after another, [er 
the finnes be what they will, though never {o tmall, yer if it be per- 
fited 1n, it will damne thy ſoule as well as tie greateſt ; If it he but 


tiat finneof lying, which many men make notiuny of, they are {o 


naturally addicted, and enclined to it ; Bur let me teil thee, that 
that very fin is enough to damne thy ſouie tor ever ; :for this conſi- 
det two places, eAs 5.16.8. where Anzanigs and Sapbira bis vwite 
were both ſtricken doyne dead for lying; And ayaine, thou that 
art a lyer,looke into that place in Revelation 2H» and the laſt verſe, 
where thou maieſt {ce that no lyar ſhalt be faved; and therefore doe 
not lye,and fiveareand be drunke, and flatter thy ſeite; and ſay thou 
haſt a part in'Chriſt; orſhalt berfaved;. for all this, I rellthee, and 
not 1,but the Lord, that his wrath and jealouhe ſhall ſmoake againſt 
thee, andall the cnrfes of God ſhall tight upon thee, and he w1it blot 
thy name from under heaven, according to that place alleadged in 
Denteronemy 29- Andtherefore lyar, looke to thy felfe 1n time, and 


. doe not ſay thou ſhalt doe as wetlas others ; for the beſt and holie(t 


of menſinaswellas thee ; doe they ſo, doe they finas we:las thee ? 
But tell me, doe they love their fin as well as thou? no, no, they 
mourne forin, but thou takeſt pleature in fin; taey torſake fin, bur 
thou continuelt in fin, :and rejoyceltin-doing ey1ll ; and therefore 
I ay,ptaſenotthy {Elfe with thadowes and: fancies to deſtroy thine 
ovwne ſonle.: thns much for the fifth uſe. 0 © + 

. Sixthly, ts 1t fo that the beſt men may and doe fall into all forts 
and kinds of ſins, then this may teachus to admire free grace, and 
Gods undeſervediove ; and that upon this ground, becauſe no. fin 
whatſoevercan divide or ſeparate Gad from the ſoule, that union 
which is betweene God andthe ſoule, cannot I fay be broken. And 
for this purpoſe conſider that ſaying indi/49. 544.9 9, 30, here! We 
PRs? hoe 7 He | Ye. 
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have the oath of God for'it; for faith he, As I have [worne that the 
waters of Noah fhall no more go over the earth, ſs have I ſwornthat 7 
will not b: wroth with thee, netthe” ſhall the Covenant of peace be remc- 
ved from ther, ſaith the Lord; And good reaſon there 1s for it : Firſt, 
becauſe Gods love is a free love, and therefore the Lord ſaith, 1 will 
beale their back-ſlidings, and leve thems freely; And as there was no- 
ching at the firſt to move God to loye us, fo there 1s nothing that 
can hinder his love ; and therefore tt is called great love: fo 1n the 
ſecond of the Epheſians and the fourth verie. As the love of God is 
a free love, and a great love, 1o 1t 1sa continuing and an abiding 
love : heiss God that cnanges not. <Ma!. 3.v.6. Zod'is not mu- 
table in his love, he dorh not ove to day, ahd hate tomorrow, as 
man doth : Love isa paſſion in man, yeain the beſt of men, bur it 
1s not {o in God, £ſay 27. v. 4» «Anger #5 not tn we, [atth rhe Lord: God 
at the firſt made al! things good, and ſo the objects of his love ; 
manthat was then the object of thEFatiers love, is now the object 
his love, and ſha. retnaine {O ; for whom he once loves, he loves to the 
end, even forever unto all eternity ; Oh the heighth, and breadth, 
and the length of ttzs love, that nothing can hinder, no nor finne 1t 
ſelfe ! See { ant. 2, v. 19. there the Churc'r15s called Chriſts beloved, 
and his faire one, notwithſtanding her finnes, and her delects : Salc- 
07, a creat finner, and yer beloved of iis God-: David, amur- 
therer, and anadu!rerer, and yet a man aiter Gods one heart : here 
is rich love, here I fay is free grace indeed; (od doth nor onely loye 
the man that hath ſinned, bur the man finning : Men and Angels

And as it is poſſible for the beſt of men to fall into-all forts and 
kindsof fins, ſoit is poffible for them to bring themſelves into great 
trouble and affliction , and yet-to expect help and deliverance 
from cGodontof them; this 'I. thought good to premiſe, becauſe 
of that voyce that now rings my eaxes; :{aying, if I had ſuffered 
for a good caule, then T might. looke for deliverance, but not now, 
being that I haye broyght my ſelfeanto tgoubles :.ic-is true, troubles 
are of tiyo ſorts, they are either ſuch - as. God, laies upon men ,. or 
fach .as imen bring wpon themiclves; forithe.tropbles that God 
. : | | ales 
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Jaies upon ment, they are either ityyard or outward; theſe I ſhall 
onely touch, and come unto thole tronbles that men through weak- 
nefſe, or indiſcretion, bringupon themſelves; they are alto of two 
ſorts, for the iftward troubles that God layes upon men, they are 
ſuch as theſe : firſt, the guilt of fin upon the conſcience : ſeccndly, 
the apprehenſion of wrath , and. divine vengeance due:unto man 
for theſame, with the trouble of heart and ditquietneſſe of {kirit, 
and the like. Againe, for the troubles that God laies upon the bo- 
dies of men, they are many and great, ſee this in goad Feb, who 
1{ al! his ſubſtance, with his ſonnes and daughters, in one day ; be- 
fides the many torrtures inflictedupon his owne body , for which he 
ſaith, the Lord giveth, and the Lord taketh away, bleſſed be the name of 

' the Lords, Panland Silas were ailo unpritoned, As 16. v. 25.where 
they tejoyced and ſang Plalmes ; Feter ailo inprifon, eAls 12. 4.4; 
Hzb.-11. and the larcerend : See the many and different troubles 
that the Saints underwent : and yet withall ſee the relftimony of 
the holy Ghoſt concerning them”; The troubles that they under. 
went were not for fin, as ſome doe vainely imagine, no , they were 
for other erids, as for the triall of their graces, 1'Pex. 1.9.7. the in- 
creaſe of patience, Row. 5, v.4.and that they might be partakers of 
his holinefſe, Heb. 12. v. 10. Theſe atfiftions the Saints may re. 
joyce in. and expect deliverance from, bur for the afflitions that 
 menbringupon themſelves, the world fauh rhere is:no expeRting 
* of deliverance, andthe Saints ay thar none of the godly did ever 
thus fall ; but for theyvorld Iregard not, and for the Saints I would 
have them better informed and know, ' that fucha condition is nei- 
ther help{eſſe, nor remedileſſe z' but the promiſe of God may as 

. Weſſbelong to fach.a one, for deliverance, as unto them , although 
they have brought troubles upon themſelves ; and therefore let us 

© - conſider Gods promiſes, wherher they befreeor conditionall: And 
firſt ſee that tn P/aſrwe $0. v.'15. : Call njou me in the day of trouble 
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to his people for deliverance, how ever that they came in trenhle : 
Aoaine, let us conſider the praiſe of the beſt of men, and we.ſhall 
ſee, as they have brought themſelves into trouble, mthat very'con- 
ditionthey did not onely expect deliverance, but accord'nyly were 
delivered. See this firlt in Sampſon, Iudg. 16. ve 21. where he was in 
great affliction, and he brought himſelte intoit, verſe x5. and yet 
he was delivered, verſe 28, 29 30. although it was by death, yer 

it yas according unto hts owne defire : that his troudles were great, 

it is appacent : firſt, hewas deprived of his ſtrength, then delivered 
into the hands of hisenemies, even thole that ſought his lite; whete 

he was tortured and tormented, at deprived of both his eyes, and ' 
then ſent, where he did Jabour and grind in a mill, where he was 
fora long {eaſon. and afteriyard he was made the Philiſtims foole, 
where he ended his dayes : but obſerve, he brought bimſelfe into 
this miſery , by yeelding unto the requeſFof deceittull Delileh. 
From whence take notice, how dangerous a thing 1t 1s t5 impart a _ 
ny ſecret unto a deceitful woman, or hovy eafie a thing it 1s for a 
deceitfull woman to: overcome a man, although it be to the hazard 
of his- owne life. Bur that it 1s-poſſible for good men to brin 
themſelves into trouble, ſee it further in David, a man after Gods- 
owne heart, who ſinned againſt God in numbring of his peopte, 
1-Chroz, 21. v. 1. where he brought himſelte into great miſery, 
and then cals uponhis:God, verſe 26. and he was delivered verfe 59.- 
Yer further, ſee that remarkable paſſage concerning Jenah., who 
was commanded of God, to go to Nineveh, but he takes Ship, ro 
v0 to Taſus,contrary unto Gods, command ; now-God raifed a ,, 
great tempeſt in the Sea, where the Mariners tooke [nah , and + 
threw him into the water, where he was -ready to periſh , then he. 
was devoured by a Fiſh : Theſerroubles were very great, and yer 
he brought himſelfe into them z he was ſo neare pertthing, that he | 
were almoſt ſtranglediith the weeds that were ivrapped'ahout his - 
head, chap. 2, verſe 5. then he looked for deliverance: in the Sea, 
and criedout of the belly of hell , verſe 2+ and he was delivered * 
verſe 6. Andafter his deliverance, as is the duty of all men, he 
payed his voives, and" r&utned thanks, ſayung, deliverance i of the 


Lord, verſe 9. See yer” further, in Pſalme 186,"107.” where the 
Church brought themſelves inro great miſery and'diftreſſe, even” 
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_ .hedelivexed them ont of their dutreſſe ; . he. remembred for them 
-his Covenant, and repented according to the muitirude of his mer- 
cy;;though man.fin and breake Covenant with God, yet he is faith- 
tull 2nd wiil not breake Covenant with man ; 'though man fin, God 
ſpares; though man commit iniquity, (od torgiies z and therefore 
he faith, Ler the wicked forſake his wayes, and the unrighteous man bu 
thoughts, and turne unto the Lord, for bh: will have mercy upoy him, 
 endtqonur God, for he will abundantly parios: And he faith further, 
As the heavens are higher then the ea1h, ſo are my waes higher then 
your wayes, ſaith the Lord, Iſa. 95+ v.8, 9g. As men may bring out- 
{yard troubles upon their bodieggſo they may bring inward troubles 
upon their ſoules ; there 1s no 1nward foule trouble, but the ſoule 
may bring that trouble upon it ſelfe ; nay, and doth, it is the com- 
. Plaint of Davrd in F/alm? 88. v. 3. My ſoule, faith he., is full of 
trouble; and indeed the ſcule may thank it ſelfe for them, forit is not 
_ _the will of God that thou ſhouldeſt be troubled and tormented in 
thy.ſelſe z and therefore he laith, CMy peace I leave with you, Fol 
14, 27. It is the pleaſure of Jeſus Chriſt, that thy ſoute ſhould 
 befilled with comfort, and therefore let me tell thee that the want 
of comfort is from thy ſelfe: Nevid, a man afrer Gods owne 
heart, and one to whom comfort did belong ; and yet he ſaith, 24y 
ſeule refuſed comfort,” P[alw: 77. v. 2+ Conlider what thy ſoule may 
enjoy whileſt thou art here ablent from the Lord, thou matelt have 
communion with thy God in the aſſurance ofhis love; thou maieſt 
| havethe ſpirit of God dwelling and abiding in thee, thou maieſt 
know thy felfe tobe ina bleſſedcond:rion, having thy ſins pardoned, 
* .andthe guilt taken off of thy ſoule : The knowing of theſe things 
__. Intheenjoyment of them, will adminiſter much peace, and cauſe 
cf rejoycing to thy foule ; and happy art thou 1n the enjoyment of 
them; yer all this thou mateſt deprive thy ſelfe of, and procure 
the apprehenſion of wrath to the rerrour and amazement of thy

vices, that by no meanes it ſhould depart from thee; And he gives 
the reaſon for it, for ſaith he, it # thy life, Prov. 4,verſe T3.Qtake 
ho!d of inſtruction, let her not depart from thee, for ſhe is thy 
life, where thou maieſt ſee that the ſlighting of reproofes 1s the 
ready way to bring trouble and milery upon thy ſelfe. Againe, it 
is laid downe by Salomon, in Prev. 5.9. 13. tobethe onely cauſe 
or meanes of all mans miſery ; and therefore let it be thy wiſ- 
doine to labour for humility, and to hayethineeare open unto 1n- 
ſtruction, receive it, although from thine interiour , and ſo ſhalr 
chon be preſerved from ſinne and ſaffering ; and for this, beleeve 
experience : it was the practiſe of holy Job to receive inſtruttion, 
although from the hands of his ſervants. Oh receive inftrattion 
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rather -tbex filoer, and repreefts rather then fine gold; and being 


weſe that the beft of men axe ſubject not onely to finne,, bur 
alto to all forrsand. kinds of ſuffering ;.my advice is, that thou 
wouldeft take heed-thou'condemineſt the generation of the juſt; 
and that thou wouldeſt be'watchfall over thine owne heart and 
wayes, that thou bring not thy lelfe into trouble and miſery ; And 


ſo I conc!ude this with that ſaying of the holy Ghoſt, Bleſſed # 


the man that feares alwayes. Let us inthe next place ſeemans-du- 


cy, from thatin Luke x3. v, 24. Strive 10 eter in at the firait gate, 
for 1 ſay wnto jou," many will-ſeeke ro emer in, but ſhall not be 
able: 'Our bleſſed Savionr, the'great Shepheard of his.

The third fort are thoſe that willand' doe mixe their owne do- 
ings with the merits and righteouſnefſe of Chrilt, as the Papiſts, 
and Popiſh Profeſflors doe, who would make their prayers and 
their perfcrmances-theix Saviour ; this -1s a'fundamentall. errqur 
that will deceive all that doe thereon rely , Chritt. will be a whole 
Saviour, ot none, and therefore deceive. not thy ſelfe unto thine 
owne: deſtruction ; this is the third fort of men that miſcarry in 
their way to Heaven.

Seventhly, againe, there is yet another ſort, and they will goe 
farre in Profeſſion, who arealfo glorious in ſhew;and theſe I call 
ſfinne-regarding ſeekers; men that are eminent in ſhew, and in 
theperformance of duties , yet there is ſome luſt , or ſme ſecret 
boſomefin which they cheriſh, or take pleaſure in, which iseriough

Eighthly, zgatne, im the left place, let us ſee the Teager, 'or the 
Captaineof alltheſe falſe feekers, and that is the Hypocrits; who 
is as cynningas heis deceitful ; he is a companion for all forts of 
mien, both'for the good andthe bad; if thou yoeſt roGhurch, he 

wal gg with theey if thou wilt faſt andpray, he will doe fo too; 
if thon witt viſitthoſ thar are in dittrefle, he will viſiie with 
thee If thou weepe, he will weep, and bappily, if thou rejoyce, 
hewill rejoycetoog as he 1s cunning, ſohets deceittull, for he 
differnþtesn winrhe dotly, yet he is fo cunning that he hides it

Let 
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Let us therefore fee how far an hypocrite may goe, and thenwe 
ſhall endeavour to unmaske him , chat ſo he may appeare as he is. 
An hypocritemay goe very far, as we ſhall inſtance in ſome par- 
ticulars* Firſt , he hath his good deſire z fo Balaaw, Namb. 32, 
Oh that I might die the death of the righteous, avd that my laſt end m:ght 
be like wnto his!
